And 
in Bereſchith rabba, it is thus read: The Heauens are 
fo called, becauſe men wonder at them, ſaying: Of what 
are they made? They are made of fire, they are made of 
water : this is a thing to be admired, 

pet true it is, that many cxcellent Grammarians 
\ nppaſc that this Hebzew woꝛd is neither derinatiue, 
noz compound, but pꝛimitiue, of which opinion is that 
famoug Hebzitian, Valentine Schindler. And Fagius a 
great authoꝛ in that tongue (vpon the firſt Chapter of 
Geneſis) wzitcth that Abeneſra pꝛodueth out of the IC 
maelitiſhtongue (which hath very great affinity with 
the Hebzew) that Schama fignifieth nothing elſe, but 
High oz Aboue.
